Ms. Roark was also asked if amendments could be 
made to the pending claims wherein the claimed methods are amended to "in vitro" methods and that the claimed cells 
be amended to "isolated, eukaryotic" cells. In addition to this, it was asked if claims 4 and 5 could be changed to 
"viral" vector. Ms. Roark approved these changes.
